This is in response to your letter of December 16, 1996, 
requesting information concerning the existence of transcript 
documenting a conversation between President Johnson and Senator 
Russell on September 18, 1964. 

According to our listing of LBJ transcripts, the conversation 
between Senator Russell and President Johnson took place at 7:54 
p.m. on September 18, 1964. Our notations indicate that the JFK 
related portion of the conversation was 13 minutes and 51 seconds 
in length and the two men discussed the Warren Commission Report, 
Lee Harvey Oswald, and the bullet that struck John Connally. 
Further checking indicates that there is no transcript of this 
conversation. Documents supporting this fact are enclosed. 
Apparently portions of the tape can be heard in our Motion 
Picture Sound and Video research room. They can provide you with 
additional information concerning reproduction.
